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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: Note reference 
character "30" in Figure 1. 

2. Applicant is required to submit a proposed drawing correction of the above noted 
deficiencies (preferably in red ink) in reply to this Office action. However, formal correction of 
the noted defect may be deferred until after the examiner has considered the proposed drawing 
correction. Failure to timely submit the proposed drawing correction will result in the 
abandonment of the application. 



Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. The abstract 
should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the invention and should not 
compare the invention with the prior art. The abstract is objected to because it states the 
speculative results of the invention on lines 8-12.

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4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. The phrase "time extremely consuming" on lines 1 1-12 of page 3 is not 
grammatically sound. The correct phrase to use would be —extremely time consuming—. 

b. The word "are" should be inserted between the words "that" and "displayable" in 
the phrase ".. .references to nodes that displayable" on line 10 of page 5. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nagai et al. U.S. 
Patent 5,483,631. 

Referring to claims 1 and 7, Nagai et al. teach a method and machine readable storage 
capable of obtaining from a display map (as shown in Figures 3 and 10), a reference to a node 
(display identifier) representing a component in a complex heterogeneous system, as recited in 
column 2, lines 1-15, and providing an updated value for the component and displaying that 
updated value on the display map, as recited in column 4, lines 10-14 and column 5, lines 52-60. 
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Referring to claims 2 and 8, Nagai et al. teach using the updated value for computing an 
indicator (display coordinate) for representing the node on the display, as recited in column 6, 
lines 27-43 and shown in the Figures 3 and 4. 

Referring to claims 3 and 9, Nagai et al teach displaying the computed indication for the 
node on the display map, as shown in Figure 10. 

Referring to claims 4 and 1 0 5 Nagai et al. teach providing by request to requesting agents 
(network manager), references to displayable nodes representing a component in a content 
delivery network (column 2, lines 1-15) and updating the display map with updated node values 
(column 5, lines 52-60). 

Referring to claims 5 and 11, Nagai et al. teach the network being the agent (network 
management data collector) that both provides a node reference and reports the updated values of 
the nodes, as recited in column 5, lines 52-60. 

Referring to claim 6, Nagai et al. teach a system comprising a display map for displaying 
a plurality of nodes and agents that can acquire references to nodes and obtain updated values for 
the nodes on the display map, as recited in column 2, lines 1-15 and column 5, lines 52-60. 

6. The prior art made of record on form PTO-892 and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Applicant is required under 37 C.F.R. § 1.1 1 1(c) to consider 
these references fully when responding to this action. The documents cited therein teach 
electronic books with similar mechanisms for note taking and retrieval.
